Two Hundred Fiftqy Teachers Attend the 
Annual Regional Meet 


Paul Meek, executive officer of 
the Junior College, haa been a 
busy man these days, what with 
all his speaking and so forth, up 
and down. 

Mr. Meek was the principal 
Speaker at a banquet of the state 
convention of the Student Chris¬ 
tian Association groups, when 
they met In Nashville at Scarrltt 
College for a three-day session, 
February 17th, 18th and 19th. Mr. 
Meek’s topics as announced by 
Henry Cl Hart, secretary of the 
Student Christian group at Van¬ 
derbilt, was "The Place and 
Function of the Student Christian 
Organization In the (Modem Col¬ 
lege." Mr. Meek enjoyed the dis¬ 
tinction of being, for this year, 
the one college president selected 
from all the colleges In the state 
to make this banquet address. 

At Fulton, on February 15th, 
Mr. Meek addressed the Mission¬ 
ary Institute of the Methodist 
Church, of the Union City District, 
on benevolences in the church bud¬ 
get. 

On Saturday morning, February 
18, Mr. Meek spoke before the Car- 
roll County teachers when they 
convened at Huntingdon at ten 
o’clock at their regular regional 
meeting. His subject at this time 
was "The Significance of the Par¬ 
ent-Teacher (Movement.” 

On Friday, February 24th, Mr. 
Meek made the address of wel¬ 
come to the teachers gathered 
here at the campus from seven 
counties, Including the superinten¬ 
dents of all the counties, anc 
many other notables In the state 
educational field.

Miss Mildred McIntosh brought 
honor to the school with her ap¬ 
pointment as one of the five from 
the state on the Delegation Com¬ 
mittee for the coming year. 

The convention was more than 
a meeting of the Student Chris¬ 
tian Association, as it included all 
Christian groups and all denomin¬ 
ations. Among the groups repres¬ 
ented were the Y. M. C. A., Y. 
W. C. A., Student Volunteers and 
other denominational clubs and or¬ 
ganizations. 

The conference, planned for stu¬

gation over, with over 110 repres¬ 
entatives from twenty different 
colleges.

W. R. DeMoss, professor of ani- a l 
mal husbandry at the U. T. Junior er 
College, was one of six represents- — 
tives of Jersey herds in the state 
of Tennessee to receive a silver 
cup at the Jersey catelt meet in 
Nashville, February 18th. Mr. De- 
Moss’s award was the Crieve Hill 
cup, awarded to the highest pro¬ 
ducer in immature 365-day class, 
Oxford Cederine Queen being the 
winner. Her record was the re¬ 
markable one of 11,210 pounds of 
milk, and 740 pounds of butter- 
fat during the 365-day period of 
her record. 

The University of Tennessee 
herd carried off the accomplish¬ 
ment cup, with an average pro¬ 
duction record per cow of 11,149 — 
pounds of milk and approximately 
5577 pounds of butterfat per cow. m* 
The lOreen Hill cup for individual 
production was also taken by a 
U. T. cow, Actor’s Azalia, for 15,- 
107 pound of milk, and a record 
of 704 pound of butterfat.
